TOWN WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Marlow in the County 
of Cheshire in said State qualified to vote in Town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow on Tuesday the eleventh day of March, next at 
seven of the clock in the evening, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and to make ap- 
propriations for the same. 


3. To raise or appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the Town will apply for class five money 
known as TRA and raise the sum of $419.75 required by the 
State. 


d. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of Highways and Bridges. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Library. 


7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the observance of Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money for the temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes. 


9. To authorize the Tax Collector to give two percent 
eash discount on all property and personal taxes for the pay- 
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ment made within thirty days after the date of the tax bill, 
and empower the Collector to appoint a deputy Collector. 


10. To see if the Town will raise such sums as may be 
necessary to improve Town Cemeteries. 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of thirty-four dollars for the Monadnock Region Associa- 
tion. 


12. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
Tax Colleetor deeds. 


13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $245.00 as its fair share of the operating cost of the 
Elliot Community Hospital. 


14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $25.00 to be matched by the State for brush removal on 
back roads. 


15 To see if the town will vote to adopt a plan for ex- 
tending to employees of the town the benefits of title II of 
the Federal Social Security Act (Old Age Survivor’s Insur- 
ance) as authorized by Chapter 101 of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated Amended by Chapter 801 and 3832 of the Laws 
of 1955 and to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 to 
defray the town’s share of the cost thereof. 


16. If the plan for Social Security coverage is adopted, 
to see if the town will authorize the selectmen to execute on 
behalf of the town the necessary agreement with the State of 
New Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and to see if 
the town will.desiguatesthe: es. see re as the of- 
ficer to be responsible for the administration of the plan. 


17. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
those items in the Town budget not covered in the preceding 
articles. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to accept Trust Funds. 


19. To hear the reports of officers, agents, and com- 
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mittees, heretofore chose, and pass any vote relating thereto, 
and to transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 

I herewith submit my annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools: 

The Marlow teachers are participating in the Supervisory 
Union project of preparing a syllabus for grades one through 
eight in the area of Language Arts. A 3-day Language Arts 
Workshop was held October, 9, 10 and 11 at Walpole to start 
our work on the syllabus. Our objectives are: 

1. To develop a syllabus outline for Grades 1-8 that will 
serve as a basis for progressive improvement. 

2. To develop an English syllabus outline for Grades 9-12 
that will serve as a basis for progressive improvement. 

3. To develop a planned program of integration of the 
language arts with other high school subjects. 

Monthly supervisory union teacher meetings are held to 
continue our work and smaller committees hold several meet- 
ings in between the larger group meetings to prepare material 
for their consideration. We hope to complete the section on 
oral communication in January and the section on written 
communication by the end of the year. It is planned to do the 
reading syllabus next year. 

Mrs. Madeline Whitcomb replaced Mr. Gordon Russell as 
teacher of Grades 5, 6, 7 and 8. Mrs. Whitcomb is a graduate of 
Plymouth Teachers College and formerly taught in North 
Conway, New Hampshire. 

The replacement of stationary desks and chairs with new 
movable desks and chairs was completed this year. 

You will note in the financial report that the proposed 
budget for 1957-58 estimated an income of $2,692.42. However, 
the actual income is the sum of $6,061.49. This resulted in a 
reduction of the amount raised by taxes from $15,405.58 to $12,- 
036.91 which is $3,368.67 less than was expected at the time of 
the annual school district meeting. The increased income was 
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due to two factors; an increase of $2,654.37 in state aid and an 
increase of $714.30 over the amount estimated to be the end of 
the year balance. The change meant a tax rate reduction from 
an anticipated rate of $41.45 per $1,000. of valuation for school 
purposes to $31.75 per $1,000. of valuation.
